He also agreed to abolish his benevolent as- 
sociation, generally known as Union No. 2, 
and to hire union men exclusively, if the men 
would sign sereement two full 
years. 

The proposition of Mr. W 
sidered by the men at a lengthy, late meet- 
| ing, and at 1 o'clock this morning they de- 
cided to settle the matter by a referendum 
vote of all members of the union. 

The vote will be taken next Monday in the 
rooms of the Street Car Men’s union at 155 
Randolph street. The polls will be opened 
at 7 o’clock im the morning, and will close 
at 2 o’clock the following morning. While 
there is a feeling in certain quarters against 
accepting a smaller advance than the south 
side car men secured through arbitration, 
many think that the other concessions made 
by the company overshadow the wage scale 
at the present time. 


Mahon at the Meetings. 

W. D. Mahon, president of the Amaiga- 
mated Association of Street Railway Em- 
ployés of America, with the officers and exec- 
utive committee of the car men, met Presi- 
dent Roach at 9 o’clock in the morning, and 
their conference extended until 8 in the even- 
ing. At its conclusion, the car men went 
to the meeting of the union, which was held 
im Aurora Turner hall, Ashland avenue and 
Division street. Mr. Mahon read the offer

The meeting was a crowded one, and a 
large number of those present had hoped 
for a greater increase in wages. It was 
pointed out to the men that the increase 
offered represented am addition of $150,000 
yearly on the company’s pay roll, and that 
the financial condition of the corporation 
would not admit of a greater advance. Sev- 
eral speakers advocated voting the proposi- 
tion down and leaving the matter to arbi- 
: tration, but the leaders in the union wanted 

to avoid this if possible. The referendum 
vote was finally suggested, and it was agreed 
to by a large majority. 

It is held by many of the men that the 
provision in which the company agrees to 
employ only members of the union was worth 
more to the organization than a further in- 
crease in wages. It is not unlikely that Mr. 
Roach’s proposition will be adopted on Mon-

Abolishes Union No. 2. 

Union No. 2, which President Roach offers 
to abolish, is the organization of employés, 
with insurance features, which was fostered 
by Mr. Roach as a rival to the recent forma- 
tion of a regular labor union. Those taken, 


into Union No. 2 were employés who sided 


with the company and refused to go into-the 
regular employés’ union. It has been claimed 
from the start by the regular union men that 
Mr. Roach’s union was formed for no other 
purpose than to antagonize, and, if possible, 
to kill off the union. 

The regular union mem say that since the 
agreement early in the summer with Mr. 
Roach, when, they say, he pledged himself 
not to interfere with their organization, he 
has used Union No. 2 for that particular pur- 
pose. Therefore they have insisted that he 
must do away with Union No. 2 if he wished 
a satisfactory settlement. 


MURDER IS SUSPECTED * 
NEW PORT SUICIDE CASE.

Brother of Robert Remington, Said to 
Have Been Afflanced to Miss Van 
Alen, Said to Believe in Foul Play. 


Williamsport, Pa., Aug. 21.—It is reported 
tonight from an authoritative source that 
Edward P. Remington is not satisfied that 
his brother Robert died by his own hand. 
When it became known that he was enter- 
taining a suspicion of foul play, which orig- 
inated before he left Newport with the body, 
he was requested to make a statement. 

He replied that he would neither dény or 
relative to his brother’s 
death, except that the autopsy performed 
today revealed that the bullet in the mouth 
caused death. When asked if the bullet 
found imbeddéd in the dead man's brain fit 
the revolver found by his side he declared 
that he had nothing further to say. Asked 
if developments in the case could be ex- 
pected, he said time alone would tell. 

Mr. Remington and his attorney, Seth T. 
McCormick, as well as the physicians who 
performed the autopsy, were together in se- 
cret conference until late tonight, and their 
action is surrounded by much mystery. They 
positively refused to give out any further 
information.

at the Orleans county pioneer picnic at 
Oak Orchard today.

The speaker thought that farmers as a 
rule tried to work too much land, and he 
told of a man who gave three daughters 
150 of his 200 acres and then did as well 
with the remaining fifty by improved agri- 
culture. He made a distinction between a 
farmer and an agriculturist, saying the for- 
mer worked a farm for income while the 
agriculturist spent his income to work his 
farm. “I am an agriculturist,“ he said. 


Continuing, Mr. Hill declared himself in 


favor of holidays, especially when farmers 
put aside toil and come together for recre- 
ation. He said he found nothing in the 
bible in regard to accumulation of corpor- 
ate wealth, and believed that the only right 
means of accumulation was by personal en- 
deavor. 

He was not in sympathy with the demand 
for cheap things; nothing should be so cheap 
as to deny proper remuneration to the labor 
which produces it. He respected public 
opinion when it was right, but held it in 


contempt when wrong.
